Gro wing wheat in 
this 
co u nty is 
sho wing the effect o f the flo o ds and 
it is no t ex pected that the cro p will 
be as large as the av erage y ield, ac­ 
co rding to farmers who hav e made 
inspectio ns o f the fields. 
The dam­ 
age is mo re serio u s in so me sectio ns 
than in o thers, it is stated, and the 
lo ss will amo u nt to co nsiderable. 
Many o f the farmers are interest- 
jed in sav ing as mu ch o f the cro p as 
po ssible so that the fields will net 
| pro fitable retu rns 
and 
are seeking 
adv ice as to what metho ds o f cu lti­ 
v atio n sho u ld be fo llo wed du ring the 
spring mo nths. 
It is po inted o u t by 
o ne farmer that as the fields were 
co v ered with water, 
and 
so me o f 
them sev eral times du ring the winter, 
the su rface o f the gro u nd is fu ll o f 
mo istu re and will pack readily u nder 
the warm su n o f the spring mo nths. 
He said that in time the su rface will 
“bake” 
so hard 
that 
the mo istu re 
¡u nderneath will be rapidly ev apo r­ 
ated and u nless so mething is do ne 
to meet tlie situ atio n the fields will 
be bu rned befo re the cro p is harv est­ 
ed. 
It is said that when the su rface 
is “baked” o nly a small amo u nt o f 
air is permitted to circu late. 
This farmer, who by the way , has 
been su ccessfu l in gro wing wheat, 
said that the pro per thing to do u n­ 
der su ch co nditio ns is to break the 
su rface. 
After the gro u nd is har­ 
ro wed it is then 
well to ro ll it, he 
sa id. 
Immediately after this fo rm 
o f cu ltiv atio n is fo llo wed the wheat 
will lo o k a s if it had been killed bu t 
so o n 
it 
will 
regain 
its 
fo rmer 
strength and will gro w mo re rapidly 
than if the gro u nd wa 
in this manner.

Washingto n, Febru ary 17 —Great 
Britain mu st giv e pledges that pas­ 
senger liners will no t fire o n su b­ 
marines befo re Germany will instru ct 
her co mmanders no t to fire o n su ch 
v essels witho u t warning.

effect, co nstitu tes a co u nter pro po sal

armed ships after March 1.

sio n by Secretary Lansing and Am­ 
bassado r Bernsto rff.

matter.. 
As the books were for the 
most part, poetry, historical or bio­ 
graphical works, this is the style of 
writing that the people have learned 
to read and enjoy. 
A few books of 
modern fiction have been introduced 
within the last few years. 
But these 
people who have learned their appre­ 
ciation of literature from a different 
style of book fail to enter into the 
spirit of fiction, going back in pref­ 
erence to the somewhat heavy liter­ 
ature of the past generation.
